Presum ably when Khnishchev takes over the 
world, we shall all eat horse meat for he further 
said: 
“Now there are many people here who have 
become used to this meat. And those who have 
not become used to it; well. it is. you know', a 
m atter of habit. First of all you cautiously try to 
eat it. Then you get the taste for it and you just 
grab it by the ears. Anyway, it is voluntary. If 
vou don't w ant to, don't eat it. But those who 
iike this m eat should eat it. But I repeat again, 
it must be developed." 
Well, that is how to be popular w ith the 
Kazakhs, a T a rta r race who breed horses. One 
year, Khrushchev was doing the sam e thing in 
the Middle W est where he praised corn and 
pleased the farm ers with his compliments. He was 
so excited about F arm er C a ra ts com th a t he 
went back to Russia talking so much about com 
that one feared th at he would plant the whole 
country in com. The Russians do not like hominy 
grits; they prefer kasha which is buckwheat. 
This sounds trivial in the face of the great 
issues th at face m ankind but it just goes to show 
how universal politicians’ techniques are. K hrush­ 
chev will eat a horse-m eat sandwich to prove that 
he loves a Kazakh, just as Governor Rockefeller, 
when he was running for office, w ent down into 
the slums to eat an indigestible knish to prove 
that he is, in his belly at least, dem ocratic. The 
politician always prefers to do a stunt rath er than 
to discuss an issue. A fter all, if you or I ate a 
knish on the sidewalk, using our fingers to hold 
the greasy stuff, we should be told by our wives 
that we had lost our m anners and good sense. 
But when a Rockefeller does it, it is proof of de­ 
mocracy. And democracy is w hat we want in can­ 
didates.

Today I can reach up and touch 
the sturdy low’ ceilings, and feel a 
distance In my reach I cannot 
summon. Years and years before 
I was bom. a minister now dead 
married here the local couples, 
before this fireplace 
I go among this place and pick 
up for a new fire the rotting rem­ 
nants of trees that saw’ these wed­ 
dings—and survived most of them 
—and I wonder what happened to 
the honeymoons of the people and 
the reach to the sun of all the 
separate trees. What a wealth of 
death life is!

I sit on the porch in an old­ 
fashioned rocking chair weathered 
to a wornness by earlier men. I 
complain about being bitten. 
“Here.” says the hostess, and 
hands me an insect gun. 
This is tex) much progress for 
me on a summer’s day. I am not 
interested in mass assassination. 
Instead I take an old-fashioned 
fly swatter. 
Rocking hack and forth, biding 
my time, I knock off two daylight 
mosquitoes and seven houseflies 
without a miss, a local record for 
an out-of-town fellow’ my age. 
The dusk comes down with a 
softness 
unlike 
thunder. 
Frogs 
har-r-r-r-umph 
from 
the swamp, 
the cricket bows a rusty violin, 
the katydids renew their endless 
tutorhood: 
“katy 
did, 
katy 
didn’t.” 
It is time to go in, shivering a 
little, and light the evening fire. 
Every vacation is a rehearsal 
to retirement, one more stepping 
stone to eternity.
